The Jetts Dlble Reading 

Society, 

The following report made to 
the Jetts Bible Reading Society 
by Mr. L. A. Trumbo on the 
7th of February, 1892, gives an ac- 
■count of good work accomplished by 
a few Christian people begun in a 
small way in a country village, where 
there are no other regular religious 
services held. Since the report was 
made the membership has increased 
from 163 to 175. 

The Society was organized Sunday 
November 4th, 1888, at Jetts Kv , by 
J. R. Shaw, O. M. Furr, G. H. Jett, J. 
W. Crutchor, R. J. Fogg, A. D. Jett, 
W. G. Hearn. W. W. Jett, jr., P. Per- 
ham, J. D. Quinn, C. M. Shaw, and J. 
J. Taylor. 

Our first meeting was held in the 
White School-lioUHO, but on January 
7th, 188!), we changed to the private 
office of Mr. Shaw. We held our 
regular meetings here until Aprils 
1891, when we moved into our present 
house. This house was purchased 
from Mr. H. P. Mason, at a cost of 
nearly four hundred dollars and upon 
which we have made a payment of 
two-thirds of the amount. The house 
seats over one hundred people, but 
at present we have only purchased 7:2 
chairs, which are both neat looking 
and comfortable.

And Senator Hargis Dies 
Suddenly Sunday 
morning. 

Presiding Judge Van B. Young, of 
the Superior Court, died at five min- 
utes to seven o'clock Saturday even- 
ing, at his home on Shelby street, 
aged fifty-six years. About two 
months ago he was attacked with the 
grippe and was confined to bed for 
several weeks, and although not 
fully recovered from the attack he 
resumed his position upon the bench 
and continued to discharge his offi- 
cial duties until two weeks ago, when 
his physical condition became such 
that he was compelled to take his 
bed and never left it afterwards. In- 
flammation of the stomach and 
bowels, combined with uremic 
poison, proved too much for his en- 
feeble system to resist, and his at- 
tending physician gave up hope after 
the first few days of his illness. 

The funeral took place Monday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock, from his late 
residence, the services being con- 
ducted by Rev. W. G. Neville, of the 
Southern Presbyterian Church, as- 
sisted by Rev. H. G. Henderson, of 
the Methodist Church.

The following communication from 
Bridge-keeper Glore was' received 
and read: 

Frankfort, Ky., 
March 1. 1S92. 
To the Board of Councilmen of the 
City of Frankfort: 

Gentlemen: — Having been select- 
ed by the county and city as keeper of 
the bridgea little more than two years 
ago, at a salary of thirty dollars per 
month, one-third of which was paid 
bv the county, and two-thirds by the 
city, to day the city clerk issued me 
the city's warrant for $10 for the last 
month's services. At this reduction, 
the county will reduce her portion of 
said salary, to $3,334, additional, mak- 
ing a total salary lor eacn month's 
tier vires at $13 33 J. 

The action of the city was taken 
without any action or consultation, I 
am informed, with the county's 
agent. It is a matter that affects me 
alone, inasmuch as it is impossible 
for me to live at a salary of SS13.33\ 
per month. 1 cannot feed my family 
upon such an income, audi am forced 
to resign the position that the city 
and county's generosity have select- 
ed me to occupy. My condition is 
poor, indeed, but it cannot be made 
any worse by retiring, when it is 
known that the city's aid to her 
worthy poor reaches nearly the limit 
allowed for the care and keeping of a 
piece of property valued at $20,000. 
With respect. I am your obedient 
Bervant.

An amendment to the work-house 
ordinance was passed and a work 
house keeper elected at a salary of 
$80 per month. The keeper will be 
allowed $10 oer month for boarding 
prisoners, and will also recieve hire 
for his horses and carts. Mr. B. F. 
Morrison, the present lessee, was 
elected. 

The following is the ordinance in 
full: 

An ordinance amending ordinance 
No. 39 of the printed ordinances, 
entitled Work house. 
Be it ordained by the Board of Coun- 
cilmen of the City of Frankfort: 
That ordinance No. 39 of the print- 
ed ordinances be and the same is 
hereby amended by adding thereto 
the following, to wit: That the salary 
of the work-house keeper, elected 
under said ordinance No. 39, to which 
this is an amendment, be and the 
same is hereby fixed at $900 per an- 
num, payable monthly, out of any 
money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. And that hereafter all 
supplies for said work-house, and all 
provisions for the maintenance of 
said work-house keeper and his fami- 
ly and all prisoners committed to 
said work-house, are to be furnished 
at the expense of the work-house 
keeper, who shall be allowed $10 per 
month board for each prisoner con- 
fined in the work-house, providing 
said prisoner remains in said work- 



house one month; for less time than 
one month the time shall be prorated 
at the rate of $10 per month And in 
addition to the requirements of said 
ordinance No. 39, said work-house 
keeper shall, on the last day of each 
month, make out and present to the 
Citv Clerk a statement of all the ex- 
penses incurred during the month on 



statement shall be examined by the 
work-house committee, and, if ap- 
proved by said committee, shall be 
certified * by them to the Board of 
Councilmen for its approval. And 
said work-house keeper shall, during 
the hours stated in ordinance No. 39, 
keep said work-house force employed, 
in just such manner and upon such 
work as the street committee may 
direct.

Editor Roundabout: 

It appears as if the County Super- 
intendent is determined to remain 
silent, and perhaps thinks silence is 
the better answer under the circum- 
stances, and we think so too, for the 
statement! made by us in this and 
previous issues of your paper are 
facts, and can not be explained 
away. 

I have knowledge of the fact that 
the County Superintendent has re- 
peatedly tailed to do his duty, as 
prescribed by law. 

In article 6, section 7, Common 
School Law, it says: "He shall, at 
least once a year, after not less than 
three days' printed notice to the 
trustees and patrons, make an offi- 
cial visit to each district school of 
his county, but shall not make more 
than three such olficial visits in any 
one day. In the visits to the schools 
he shad advise with the teachers and 
give them such instruction regard- 
ing discipline and teaching as he 
may deem necessary; he shall coun- 
sel the trustees and see mat they 
discharge their duties, and by every 
means in his power strive to promote 
and advance the cause of common 
schools." 

The County Superintendent failed 
to visit the school in district No. 34, 
while in session last fall. This we 
know, and two other schools in ad- 
joining districts he failed to visit, 
we were informed by a teacher. 

Again, in article 8, section 3, Com- 
mon School Law, it says: "If from a 
failure to quaiif\ according to law, or 
from any other cause, there be a vu,- 
cancy in the otlice of trustee, the 
County Superintendent of the county 
shall supply the same by appoint- 
ment in writing,'' &c. 

In district Wo. 31 there was a va- 
cancy ' in the otlice of trustee in 
1890, and also again in 1891 The 
County Superintendent was Informed 
of the tact 011 butn occasions, but 
failed to appoint any one 

What is this but repeated neglect 
of duty? 

Should a public officer be paid for 
services he fails to render? 

Again, in article 0, section 24, Com- 
mon School Law, it says: "For all 
services rendered and tne expenses 
incurred by the County Superintend- 
ent under the provisions of this act, 
he shall be allowed a salary by the 
Court of Claims of his couuty, based 
on the number of pupil children 
reported in census report of the dis- 
trict trustees of each county, which 
salary shall not be less than ten cents 
nor more than twenty cents for each 
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, ided 
t shall be satisfied that 
the S lid services had been faithfully 
and efficiently performed according 
to law." 

Will the Court of Claims of Frank- 
lin county say that it is satisfied that 
the County Superintendent has faith- 
fully and efficiently performed his 
services according to law, with these 
facts before it, and the power to sum- 
mon witnesses to corroborate the 
same? 

We wish it understood that this is 
not a persoual matter, but was writ 
ten as a protest against a public offi- 
cer failing to do his duty. 

We voted for the present County 
Superintendent, believing, as he had 
been a teacher, that he would under- 
stand and appreciate more fully the 
needs of the county districts than 
one who had never had experience in 
schools.
